According  to  their  estimates,   the  ITation's  ta-hle  will  have  an  ample  supply  of  most 
foods  for  1940. 

Sgg  supplies  are  expected  to  he  ample.     The  quantities  of  dairy  products 

are  expected  to  "be  adequate.    Fresh  winter  vegetaclos  are  plentiful,  and  there  is 

a  good  supply  of  canned  vogetaolos  in  storage.    Fresh  fruits  are  a"bundant,  with  the 
usual  bountiful  supply  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  coming  to  the  market.    Plenty  of 
fruit  is  also  on  hand  in  both  dried  and  canned  form. 

Pork,  with  its  great  increase  in  production,  also  calls  for  special  atten- 
tion because  it  has  raised  the  meat  supply  higher  than  it  has  been  for  several 
years.    There  is  plenty  of  wheat,  too,  both  for  domestic  and  possible  export  needs.
